dustry turned into pleasant aro- 
mas through a recently discovered 
advance in the perfumer's art. By 
this new method instead of using 
perfume to cover up bad smells, 
the 
evil odor 
itself Is "put to 


work" 
It is given as a companion a mi- 


chemical. 
The new partner, call- 


ed an industrial aromatic, may be 
equally evil smelling. But the com- 
bination of the two bad odors pro- 
duces a sweet or a pleasant one. 


Industry, says Dr. Laird in a 


survey 
issued 
today, 
is 
rapidly 


taking up the new principle to in- 
crease sales of articles which once 
lacked smell appeal. 
He quotes 


a survey of 56 varieties of com- 
mon smells made by F. Aumueller, 
a Milwaukee advertising man, to 
learn how they ranked among cus- 
tomers. 
The worst was perspira- 


tion, garlic second, rubber third 
and kerosene fourth. 


Both rubber and kerosene, said 


Dr. Laird, now are coming upon 
the iiarket in cuises that no nose 
would 
recognize. 
He 
told 
of 


sprays 
whose 
effectiveness 
de- 


pends mainly upon kerosene's odor 
was "put to vfork" at making per- 
fume of itself. 
Rubber's odor is 


likewise used as the basis of new 
aromas, said Dr. Laird, but that 


he is hot at liberty to name any 
of the new disguises. 


He credited Dr. Eric C. Kunz 


of Montclair, N. J., with leader- 
ship in the research establishing 
the 
methods 
of getting rid of 


smells. 
Kunz 
found 
four aro- 


matics which would combine with 
a linseed oil odor in some artficial 
leathers so as to produce a pleas- 
ant 
effect. 


The same principal Dr. Laird 


said, can be used to change dis- 
agreeable odors in rooms or audi- 
toriums into quite a variety of 
agreeabel scents.

AT LEAST 144 DIE 


IN GERMAN MINES 


IN GAS EXPLOSION 


NEURODE, Germany, July 10.— 


(/Pi—At least 144 persons lost their 
lives yost&rday in an explosion at 
the Wcnceslnus mine. Eighty-one 
bodies have been recovered, 
most 


of them burned badly. No hope Is 
held for those remaining in 
the 


shaft. 


Of 200 men In the mine at the 


time of the explosion only 56 es- 
caped and they were badly injured. 


Rescuers found tho dead miners 


f-till with tools in their hands, wag- 
on men beside their wagons, and 
the electromotive pilot lifeless at 
his controls. 


Three years ago a similar explos- 


ion in the Wenceslaus mine took 
seven lives. That explosion earned 
the shaft a reputation ns "unlucky" 
among the miners of Silesia. 


The explosion occurred when a 


large gas pocket was suddenly tup- 
ped during blasting late yesterday. 
The fumes spread 
through 
the 


shafts so quickly that there was 
little chance for anyone to escape. 


Rescue work proved increasingly 


hazardous and finally was aban- 
doned about midnight, nfter a num- 
ber of the crew, fitted with 
gas 


masks, had been overcome or in- 
jured. 
The disaster took both men nnd 


officials completely off their guard 
in view of the periodical gas sur- 
vey having been completed

Sunday.

Esau and Jacob were twins, the 


former the elder. Esau was a red- 
headed, hairy, 
out-of-doors 
man,

out asking his parents' consent. 
His virtues were akin to his faults; 
for he was a real man, brave, 
reckless, wilful.
